REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
do not teach or suggest the following feature such as: "wherein said bonding means 
includes a roughness means for making a surface roughness of at least one metal 
bonding portion after bonding to be 10 nm or less, wherein said bonding means 
includes an adjusting means for bonding the metal bonding portions to each other at a 
bonding load of 300 MPa or less, wherein said bonding means includes means capable 
of adjusting a parallelism in a bonding area between substrates at the time of bonding 
the metal bonding portions to each other at 4|jm or less, and wherein the surfaces of the 
metal bonding portions to be bonded to each other are both formed from gold, a surface 
roughness of at least one metal bonding portion before bonding is made to be 100 nm 
or less, and the metal bonding portions have 100 or less in Vickers hardness and are in 
a form of bumps, wherein the bumps of each of the metal bonding portions have a 
dispersion of bump height of 4pm or less (see amended claim 1 ).
